This 
year  Shavuot  eve  falls  on  Sunday,  May 
22;  the  first  day,  Monday,  May  23;  the 
second  day,,  Tuesday,  May  24,  when 
Yizkor  is  recited.

Letter  from  the  Editor 

With  the  June  issue  of  the  Bulletin, 
my  editorship  of  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  Bulletin  since  1959  comes  to  an 
end.  Even  as  I  write  these  words,  I  feel 
a  certain  sadness  to  be  leaving  my  home 
away  from  home  for  18  years! 

From  the  inception,  I  have  found 
organizing,  planning,  writing,  editing, 
setting  up  and  meeting  Synagogue  and 
printers’  deadlines  for  the  Bulletin 
challenging,  creative  and  often  difficult 
but  always  rewarding. 

Although  I  cannot  boast  that  the 
Bulletins  have  landed  on  the  moon,,  I 
take  pride  that  they  have  always  reached 
our  congregants,  other  synagogues  and 
interested  groups  and  persons  throughout 
the  country,  without  fail,  twice  a  month 
(except,  of  course,  during  the  summer 
months) . 

A  friend,  the  late  publisher  of  the  'then 
"Saturday  Review  of  Literature”,  told  me 
when  I  started  that  the  first  essential  of 
a  publication  is  readability.  I  hope  the 
Bulletin  has  achieved  this.  In  its  pages 
have  been  recorded  news  items  about  our 
congregants  of  whom  we  are  justly  proud 
as  well  as  memorable  historic  events, 
occasions  and  moments,,  both  happy  and 
sad.

Dear  Arthur: 

I  had  intended  writing  a  note  of  this 
kind  several  weeks  ago,  following  the 
special  Friday  night  service  of  cantorial 
music.  Now  that  I  attended  the  special 
Friday  night  service  commemorating  the 
Shoah,  my  wife  and  I  do  want  to  record 
our  gratitude  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
for  the  imaginative,  religious  and  cul¬ 
tural  programs  which  it  is  in  the  process 
of  developing. 

The  special  presentation  of  cantorial 
music  was  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
synagogal  experiences  of  my  life.  Many 
of  the  cantors  represented  by  their  com¬ 
positions  were  personally  familiar  to  me 
and  the  nostalgic  recollection  of  their 
music  was  an  overwhelming  emotional 
experience.  Interpreted  by  the  beautiful 
voice  of  our  cantor,  and  the  singing  of 
the  choir,  together  with  the  solemnity  of 
the  evening,  made  it  all  a  memorable 
occasion.  I  have  already  personally  ex¬ 
pressed  my  thanks  for  that  evening  to 
Rabbi  Nadich  and  Mr.  Shapiro. 

The  Shoah  service  was  a  creative  in¬ 
spiration.  The  music,  the  ceremony,  the 
presentation  of  the  Torah  were  all  in 
keeping  with  the  awesome  character  of 
such  a  commemoration.  I  was  privileged 
to  have  been  invited  to  share  in  the 
parade  of  welcoming  Torahs. 

All  the  members  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  who  did  not  witness  these 
evenings  deprived  themselves  of  one  of 
the  great  rewards  of  congragational  mem¬ 
bership. 

I  am  particularly  pleased  that  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  is  so  imaginatively 
enriching  the  Jewish  life  of  the  com¬ 
munity  in  a  genuine  and  unique  way, 
without  duplicating  the  activities  of  the 
many  institutions  that  surround  it.
